HE Senazors, who came hither to affift 
in the Council call’d by the Cardinal 
Primate, being too few in Number, re- 
folv’d to prorogue that Affembly to the 
27th of this Month, and new Circula- 
tory Letters are iffued accordingly. Mean time, 
they are return'd home ; promifing to be here agen 
at that time’, and bring others with them. They 
hope they hall then find means effectually to reefta- 
blith the Publick Tranquility, whatever may be the 
Refult of the Senatus Concilium fummon'd by the 
King of Poland to meet on the 16th. A ftrong Party 
of Swedes have been over the Viftula, and have fur- 
priz'd and beaten up the Quarters of the Saxons, of 
whom feveral have been brought in hither Prifoners. 
The King of Sweden has caus‘d all that his Troops 
had taken from certain Gentlemen to be reftor’d to 
them, on their Paying the Contributions at which 
they were rated. The Letters from Ruffia make no 
mention of the great Booty of feveral Millions which 
the Swedes are reported toe have, made in that Pro- 
vince, or of their having attack’d Zamos: but fay 
they are returning towards Lublin by eafy Marches. 
The fame Letters inform us that the Rumour which 
was {pread of General Horn’s being kill’d andGeneral 
Steinbock taken Prifoner, is groundlefs. And con- 
firm the News we had of the Defeat and Death of 
Samuz General of the Coffacks; and that General 
Paley their chief Leader, has, fince that, accepted 
the Pardon offer’d him, yielded up to the Under-Ge- 
neral of the Crown the Fortrefs of Bialacerkiew, 

and joyn’d him with 6000 Coffacks. Risa

Dantzick, March 21. On the 17th of this Month, 
the Affembly, of the Senators and others of the No- 
bility, conven’d by the King of Poland, was open’d 
at Marienburg; But ‘tis very much queftion’d 
whether His Polifh Majefty will obtain the Ends 
he propos’d to himfelf in calling it, becaufe fe- 
veral Senators and Deputies of the Palatinates excufe 
themfelves from coming, on various Pretences.

What 
Courfe is to be taken to invalidate the’ Proceedings 
of the Congrefs that is fummon’d to Warfaw in Pre- 
judice of the King’s Prerogatives and to the Subvers 
fion ‘of the Government. IIJ. In what’ manner the 
Abertors of the Swedes and their “Adherents, ‘who 
obftinately perfift in their Defigns, are to be pinifh’d. 
IV. Whar regard is fit to be had to the Requeft of 
fome Palatinats that a General Diet be call’d. V. What 
further Encouragement is to be given to the Army 
of the Crown, which has declar’d their Readynefs to 
ftand by the King and maintain the Liberty of the 
Republick, and how the Differences between the 
Generals are to be accomodated. VI. Whether Al- 
liances fhall be made with the Neighbouring Poten- 
tates, who take Umbrage at the Swedes pufhing. on 
the War, and offer Affiftance of Men and Money ; 
and in what manner thofe Offers are to- be accepted. 


VII. Whether the Publick Inftrument which & 
lates the Limits with the Turks, ought not without 
more Delay to be executed on the Part of the Poles, 
Thete Propofitions being deliver'd to them, they ad- 
journ’d to the zoth. The King having firft {worn a- 
new to maintain the Pacta Conventa, and the Sena- 
tors and Deputies to be true to His Majefty, and de- 
fend him againft all his Enemies. The Cardinal 
Primate has excus'd his Abfence from this Affembly 
by pleading his Indifpofition, and the Neceifity of 
his Eminencies Prefencc in Warfaw, to protect that 
City. The King has given the Heer Tarto, Son of 
the late Chancellor of the Crown, the Commiffion of 
chief Major of the Crown Army, in the Room of 
Potocky lately deceas’d.

Marienburg, March 26. 40 Troops of Lithuani- 
aris, {ome of 120.and others of 200 Men, have joyn’d 
the Saxon Cavalry. Tis faid the Swedes have pur 
a Garrifon into the Town of Brezesk in Lithuania, 
and burnt the Caftle of Radzivil. Oginski has de- 
feated a Party of Swedes near Birzia : He is joyn’d 
by 3 or 4000 Mufcovites and a Regiment of Dra- 
goons. The Army of the Crown, ‘tis faid, is going 
to. march into Lithuania, being joyn’d by feveral 
thoufand Cofacks. 

_ “Berlin, March 27.. They write from Marienburg 
that all goes well for the King there ; and that the 
Waris like to be renew’d vigoroufly, to which end 
the Army of the Crown will joyn the Lithuanians 
and Saxons. That the Czar of Mufcovy offers to
